Dealers Must Create Business 


Due to the multiplicity of 
stamp issues, dealers are con- 
fronted with the fact that col- 





lectors no longer collect every- 
thing. The collector today has 
a preference for certain things. 
Many collectors decide on what 
to collect simply by scanning the 
philatelic horizon and picking 
something that appeals to them. 
There are many various reasons 
for the choice that different col- 
lectors make in their selection of 
“what to collect.” 

Dealers must awaken to the 
fact that a large proportion of 
collectors can be influenced to col- 
lect certain things just as a per- 
son can be influenced to buy a 
certain type of automobile. It is 
therefore up to the dealer to 
“sell his goods,’ to arrange and 
make propaganda that will influ- 
ence collectors to buy what he is 
offering. It has been the custom 
for years past for dealers to mere- 
ly try to sell stamps without any 
thought in view to creating a de- 
mand or an interest in any cer- 
tain stamps. 


Today, the dealer like the col- 
lector can best succeed if he de- 
votes his endeavors to a limited 
group. It requires heavy capital 
to attempt to deal generally in 
stamps of all the world and to 
attempt to stock a general line. 
Of course a dealer can handle 
stamps of all countries provided 
he limits his endeavors to just 
certain classes of stamps of each 
country. There are many dealers 
today who specialize certain coun-

tries only. At the same time they 
may have a smattering of stamps 
from many other countries but 
they are attempting to build a 
reputation for their stock of the 
particular countries which they 
feature. 

A dealer who does this is 
eventually certain to gain a rep- 
utation for being able to supply 
these certain countries and he is 
certain to get business solely as a 
result of this ability. It is also 
a fact that the dealers who estab- 
lish reputations of this sort can 
usually get a bit better price for 
these same stamps than does the 
haphazard dealer. 

Most collectors are fair, they 
realize that the dealer who can 
and does fill their wants should 
not be expected to meet the low- 
est prices that the haphazard fel- 
low offers. Most collectors ap- 
preciate service. 

There are so many fields in 
which there is an interest on the 
part of collectors that the dealer 
who will keep his ear to the 
ground and cater to these dis- 
tinctive fields will eventually 
build up a desirable business 
from them. 


At the same time, the dealer 
must not make the mistake of 
putting all his eggs in one basket, 
he must not stock himself so 
heavily or so solely on certain 
lines that he has no other outlet. 
Fads and fancies change, col- 
lectors interests change and it is 
up to the dealer to watch his 
line to see that interest is not 
shifting to some other line and 
leaving him with unwanted 
goods. Likewise no dealer can 
hope to concentrate on a single 
foreign country and do business. 
He must take many such coun- 
tries, a whole continent or a 
group and build up a stock on 
such lines. 


Picking a large group of coun- 
tries is perhaps the surest way, 
for any of the popular groups 
such as Europe, Br. Colonials, 
South and Central America, al- 
ways have had and probably al- 
ways will have a good following. 
Take the countries one at a time, 
build up a stock and you will 
not suffer from it. At the same 
time you can handle the hot 
things as they come along, but 
never get the idea that these 
hot things will last forever. Every

The Collectors Club of Washington has 
sent a protest to the third Assistant Post- 
master General against the Northwest 
Territory Commission being permitted to 
advertise a cover postmarked on the face 
from both the office where the much ad- 
yertised ox team caravan starts and also 
the postmark of the city at end of the 
tour to Ohio. The resolution points out 
that such special postmarking is denied 
to collectors and that these covers are 
being advertised at a financial profit. 
The resolution states: “The Collectors 
Club feels that the Post Office Depart- 
ment should not lend its support to en- 
terprises designed to gain financial as- 
sistance at collectors’ expense through 
practices which collectors cannot inde- 
pendently enjoy.’

South African News 


A letter at hand from Park Smith, our 
correspondent in South Africa, contains 
what seems to be and what he calls three 
Miniature sheets which he states are be- 
ing offered at $1.50 in South Africa. 

One of these sheets is the 1 penny 
Jipex sheet with the printed inscription 
at sides and with advertisements at top 
and bottom. Another sheet has the ad- 
vertisements at top and bottom and is 
without the printed inscription at the 
sides. This sheet however has a row of 
sewing machine perforations on the left 
margin. The third sheet is of six stamps 
as in the original Jipex issue but with- 
out inscription at sides and without the 
advertisements at top and bottom. This 
sheet also has the sewing machine perf. 
at left. Both of these latter or new 
sheets are without the Jipex overprint. 

While Mr. Smith offers these as minia- 
ture sheets, we believe that they are 
nothing less than booklet panes since both 
have the sewing machine perforation at 
the sides, indicating they have been 
sewed together with other pages to make 
a booklet. Sewing jobs of this sort are 
not uncommon. To support the theory 
there also came with these sheets or 
pages, two small yellow pages which the 
sewing machine perforation and which 
match with these stamp sheets in size, 
indicating that they were the interleaves 
to a booklet. 

This information is given in order that 
collectors may not accept these offerings 
as Miniature sheets if it should be shown 
that they are booklet pages and not 
miniature sheets as Mr. Smith has stated. 





Our correspondent also states that due 
to Hitlers continued demand for colo- 
nies, renewed interest has been shown in 
stamps of South West Africa.

Flight Postponed 





Syracuse, Nebr., Special to Linn’s 
Weekly—C. A. Hunter who formerly 
edited the airmail column for Linn’s, 
received a letter from his correspondent, 
Pena Sanchez, Dr. Baez No. 27, Ciudad 
Trujillo, Republica Dominicana, in which 
it is stated that the “Pro Faro a Colon” 
flight has been postponed due to an 
accident in which the airplane “Nina” 
was destroyed on its arriving in Cuba 
from the factory in the U. S. 

The Cuban government has ordered 
another plane which will not be deliv- 
ered until sometime in November and 
the flight may take place about the mid- 
dle of November or upon arrival of the 
plane. The Dominican National Con- 
gress has set a tariff of 1.00 for the 
round-trip flight to the U. S. and covers 
carrying the ordinary 13c rate will be 
carried to Puerto Rico and dispatched 
from there to the U. S.
